Applicant also argued that neither Merriman nor Alberts teach dynamic array 
elements. Examiner conceded that Merriman projects the future views assuming a linear rate based upon a simple 
overall average of past views and the time elapsed. Alberts however in figure 5 and column 6 provides a reasoning to 
predict/estimate future view rates with more complexity, by breaking up the future time periods and assigning different 
expectations to each time period. . 
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
